“County”™) hereby notifies you of its intent to seek approval of the North Carolina Local Government
Commission (the “Commission”) for entering into an installment financing contract (the “Contract™) at
the Commission’s meeting scheduled for April 5, 2016 or such later meeting as the County and the
Commission may determine.

The County expects to enter into the Contract under N.C. Gen. Stat. §160A-20 in an aggregale
principal amount of approximately $20,000,000 to finance (1) the construction, equipping and furnishing
of a consolidated regional emergency 911 call center for Dare, Tyrrell and Hyde counties and emergency
operations center for Dare County, in the County and (2) beach nourishment for the purpose of beach
erosion control and flood and hurricane protection works in towns of Kill Devil Hills, Kitty Hawk and
Duck (the “Projects™).
